Labor Unit Holds funds 
For Project At Fremont 


From Press Reports 


The U.S. Department of La- 


bor has ordered the withhold- 
ing of $535,500 in federal funds 
fiom a Fremont sewage treat- 
ment plant project until the 
contractor increases by about 
$20,000 the wages paid proj- 
ect workers, it was learned 
Wednesday. 


U.S. Sen. Carl T. Curtis, R- 


Ncb.. immediately attacked 
the Labor Department order 
us "arbitrary" and called on 
department officials to justify 
their action. 


The Labor Department de- 


cision was disclosed in a let- 
ter from State Sanitation En- 
gineer T. A. Filipi to Sen. Cur- 
tis, which the senator made 
public. 


$4.22 Minimum 


Filipi said in the letter that 


the Labor Department on Nov. 
12 set a minimum wage of 
54.22 per hour, the rate for 
plumbers, on Fremont work 
normally done by $1.55-per- 
hour laborers. 


Filipi said the higher wage 


rate has not been paid be- 
cause a survey of 14 contrac- 
tors "shows that the Labor 
Department has made a mis- 


take" and be believes Nebras- 
ka Is being discriminated 
against. 


"Unless tht order is cor- 


rected, a precedent will be set 
which will require that con- 
tractors on all future proj- 
ects employ plumbers at this 
rate and will increase the cost 
of the projects accordingly." 
Filipi declared. 


On Threshold 


"At the present lime many 


of our projects are just on the 
threshold of being financially 
possible for our communities, 
and it is feared that should 
these wages have to be paid, 
many projects would not be 
considered." 


Sen. Curtis said from bis 


Washington office t h a t he 
has asked Labor Department 
solicitor Charles Donahue to 
study the Fremont problem. 


"I am alarmed that such an 


arbitrary decision has been 
made by the department," he 
said.

B52 which collided with a KC- 
135 tanker plane in refueling 
Jan. 17 is still missing. An in- 
tense underwater search for 
it is under way off the coast 
of the Spanish Mediterranean 
village.

by something in addition to 
hydrogen bomb-type energy 
that fuels the rest of the cos- 
ines.

Dr. Herbert Friedman of 


the U.S. Naval Research Lab- 
oratory, who summarized the 
findings in behalf of two other 
colleagues, said another possi- 
bility arising from the re- 
search is this: 


New Family Possible 


There may be a whole new 


family of celestial objects that 
are detectable only by X-ray 
emissions, and which are born 
of titanic explosions that may 
be going on periodically with- 
in distant galaxies. 


Also, he said, the findings 


add weight to a theory that 
in general our universe is, and 
always has been, an "explod- 
ing universe" whose evolution 
over billions of years, and in 
the future, will be character- 
ized by violent cosmic explo- 
sions far beyond the relative 
calm of the Milky Way. 


The galaxies from which the 


cxtragalactic 
X-rays came 


are the previously known gal- 
axies "Cygnns-A"—a dumb- 
bell-shaped groups of stars^- 
and "M87." the latter being 
closer to the earth.

War Issue No Contest

lecturers to the contrary, the legislative 
branch of our federal government has given 
overwhelming support to the administration 
in its stand in Viet Nam. Two consecutive 
Montgomery lecturers have come forth to 
advocate actions in Viet Nam that arc total- 
ly impractical or unrealistic. Through its 
Foreign Relations Committee, the Senate, 
too, has pushed the cause of reconciliation 
with'the Viet Cong communists. 


But. when the chips were down and 


members of the House and Senate had to 


take a formal position, 
the outcome was over- 
whelming. In one ac- 
tion, 
the S e n a t e

backed 
our 
current 


stand in Viet Nam with a 92-to-5 vote and 
in a second test backed President Johnson 
93 to 2. In the House the situation was the 
same where a test of our current Asian 
position produced a vote of 392 to 4 in favor 
of the administration. In neither House nor 
Senate was the vole even close enough to 
encourage the administration to take a sec- 
ond look at our Viet Nam commitments. As 
an intelligent course of action, however. the 
administration is always alert to any and 
all opportunities to end the conflict in ques- 
tion. 


Perhaps the Senate hearings have done 


no damage but they could lime influenced 
communist North Viet Nam to bclic\e in u 
division in this nation that dues not exist. 
They could, too. have led the American peo- 
ple to an unwarranted degree of skepti- 
cism. 


Those who are attacking the U.S. posi- 


tion in Viet Nam arc playing upon ideas that 
have either no basis in history or have been 
tried before and failed. They continually 
propose that \\c seek, in the \\ords of 
Sen. J. \V. Fulbright. an "accommodation" 
with the Viet Cong. We can only ask what 
it is that this nation has sought time and 
again in the past but with no recognition 
at all from the communists. 


* 
The latest Montgomery lecturer, Dr. 


Charles E. Osgood of the University of Il- 
linois, called for a shift from an '"escala- 
tion strategy to a de-escalation strategy." 
He advocated graduated and reciprocated 
initiatives in tension-reduction—the applica- 
tion of "interpersonal communication and 
learning principles to international rela- 
tions." What the latter means, we have no 
idea at all except that it sounds rather 
nice. But his idea that we reduce tensions 
and then wait for a reduction by the other 


side has been tried. We stopped bombing 
North Viet Nam. once for a week and once 
for 3G days, and all the Reds did was take 
advantage of the situation to improve their 
military position. We have been a part to 
two cease-fires, both of which were violated 
extensively by the Viet Cong. 


We engaged In a peace campaign of 


more than a month, enlisting the good of- 
fices of friend and foe alike and all we re- 
ceived from North Viet Nam was con- 
demnation of »iir motives. We have of- 
fered to sit down, even with the Viet Cong, 
lo discuss the possibilities of peace and 
hn\c only been smeared by the commu- 
nists for our efforts. But a few like Ful- 
bright, Osgood and Sen. Wayne Morse 
would have us go further. They would have 
us uffcr to sit down with the Reds after 
stating in advance that we would give the 
Viet Cong a share in the government of the 
south. 


* 
It is argued that the problem is a prob- 


lem for the Vietnamese people, that the 
Viet Cong are Vietnamese and, therefore, 
cannot be denied a role in the affairs of 
the south. The great flaw in this is that the 
Viet Cong is the creation of the North 
Viet Nam communist government. 


Dissatisfied South Vietnamese could not, 


on their own and without the help of their 
communist neighbors to the north, mount 
such :i military attack as has been made 
against the south. And the dissatisfied 
South Vietnamese uuiild be perfectly free 
lit engage in any way they liked in a free 
election of the South Vietnamese people. 


Thus, to invite the Viet Cong in for a 


share of the local government would be to 


divide 
the 
country 


with a foreign power. 
If this is the kind of 
policy the U.S. is to 
pursue, it will have its 


hands full. Why not plug Red China for a 
share of the government of India, which 
might eliminate the border conflicts that 
develop between India and China? Nor is 
it a fact that the United States is escalat- 
ing the war in Viet Nam. We have re- 
peatedly stated that it is not our intent to 
depose the communist government to the 
north. 


We have been and still are selective in 


our bombing of the north and are making no 
menacing gestures toward Red China. We 
certainly do not welcome our role in Viet 
Nam but the Senate and House votes are 
convincing evidence that circumstances 
give us little choice other than the action 
\\e are taking.

Thaw In Chinese Policy 


The United States has softened its posi- 


tion against Red China, though not much 
yet. 


Travel restrictions have been softened 


and it will now be much less difficult to get 
State Department consent to visit China. 
And the U.S. will permit Chinese physi- 
cians to come to this country to s t u d y 
American methods for combatting disease, 
and to offer what they know In fields pres- 
ently alien to U.S. medicine. 


This is not what could be termed a 


wide open door but it does mean the door 
has been unlocked and is slightly ajar. 


At this stage there is no assurance that 


the relaxation will mean anything. It may 
be unilateral. While we may permit Amer- 
icans to visit China it does not necessarily 
follow that China will let them in. And it 
also does not follow that Chinese physi- 
cians will be permitted to come to America 


to engage in any sort of talk, professional 
or otherwise. But the U.S. relaxation does 
put the burden on China. 


We could hardly do otherwise and coulJ 


do a great deal more without harm to our- 
selves. The best way to chart a collision 
course and provoke a deadly war is to re- 
fuse to associate. There is the great pos- 
sibility that visits to the United S t a t e s 
would convince the visitors that we are not 
what they have been taught we are. And 
certainly some on-the-spot viewing of China 
might convince us that they are not near- 
ly so dangerous to us as their propaganda 
sources let on. 


If we are the peace loving nation we 


say we arc then we must take such actions 
as promote peace. And if we arc out to sell 
democracy as a way of life we must ac- 
cept the fact that we cannot shoot it into 
people. 


Draft Too Selective? 


The Republican call for an investiga- 


tion of the Selective Service is apt to meet 
with a favorable response among the gen- 
eral public. The GOP claims mounting 
evidence of inefficiency and inequity. 


If correct in either accusation, the Re- 


publicans are performing a service. For 
one thing, the Selective Service often seems 
to be too selective. Its system of defer- 
ments leaves some out of the draft while 
taking others when all are similarly situ- 
ated. 


The claim fcf potential draftees being 


tied up in bureaucratic red tape is one that 
should be answered by competent author- 
ity, and this does not mean the director of 
the Selective Service. Obviously, the claims 
of Director Lewis B. Hershcy are of littie 
value since he is not apt to indict himself. 


Potenlial draflccs will soon be in Ihc 


process of taking examinations to deter- 
mine their full eligibility. This is a system 
that should be re-examined. When it comes 
to serving in the armed forces, intelligence 
or academic achievement, beyond a mini- 
mum level, should be no criterion. Who can 
state with certainty that the A student is a 
national asset who should be conserved in 
preference to the B or C student? 


Further question of the Selective Ser- 


vice is raised as a result of a Pentagon 
study of Uie system. Not even Director Her- 
shey, much less the general public or Con- 
gress, have seen this report. The director 
has said that now is not the time lo reor- 
ganize the draft. To the contrary, the cor- 
rection of inefficiency and inequity is al- 
ways timely and in order. 


Wilson Government Seeks Test 


Prime Minister Harold Wilson, head of 


Great Britain's Labor Party, has called a 
general election for March 31. 


The Labor Party won control of the 


government in 1964 in a close election that 
gave the winner only five more seats in 
Parliament than the losing Conservative 
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party. Now, two years later, that majority 
has been reduced to three. 


The March election, of course, is a test 


of strength. It is the British custom to take 
the question of continued rule to the voters 
when party majorities are too narrow to 
afford a decisive program or when the 
dominant party's position on a great issue 
is questionable. 


The Labor Party's pursuit of more firm 


power is of unusual interest to the United 
States. In recent years the two countries 
have grown constantly closer. The Labor 
party has given strong support to U.S. for- 
eign policy. A Labor Parry victory would 
assure continuance of full support. Although 
this is not to say that the Conservative 
party would reject support. But it naturally 
would be support in a different degree. 


Prime Minister Wilson in his 15 months 


as head of the British government seems 
to have strengthened Labor's position. He 
has proved his statesmanship and allayed 
questions of radical political departures. 
He is also a more polished speaker than 
Edward Heath, the conservative's chief fig- 
urc who would become prime minister in 
event of a victory for his party. It seems 
that Mr. Wilson has picked a favorable 
time to ask the British voters for a more 
firm majority. 


. It is expected that the election will re- 


volve around domestic issues. The pressure 
on Great Britain's monetary system has 
relaxed. There is full employment and bet- 
ter wages.

WASHINGTON—The con- 


gressman from Pampa. Tex.. 
Walter Rogers, ardent and 
consistent champion of the 
cigaret companies, the ad- 
vertising companies, and the 
big TV networks, had a se- 
cret shouting session with 
F e d e r a l Communications, 
Commissioners the other day, 
opposing their right to regu- 
late part of the television in- 
dustry. 


This time the Democrat 


who chiefly represents Texas 
panhandle 
wheat 
farmers 


was opposing the FCC's right 
to regulate rapidly growing 
CATV This is the commu- 
nity-antenna system, which 
picks up network programs 
and delivers them to various 
communities without origi- 
nating them or paying for 
the programs. 


The FCC has considered 


it important to probe this 
crossfire of programing in 
the television industry, but 
the Democratic congressman 
from Pampa vigorously ob- 
jected. 


First, Rogers begged the 


new Commerce Committee 
chairman, Rep. Harley Stag- 
gers of West Virginia, to op- 
pose any regulation of com- 
munity-antenna TV by the 
FCC. 


Instead, 
Staggers sum- 


mono'' the FCC commission- 
ers behind closed doors to 
get their views. 


At this meeting Rogers 


launched 
Into 
a 
diatribe 


against the FCC, shouting 
and gesturing. He reminded 
the commissioners that the 
FCC was a creature of Con- 


gress and announced that he 
would introduce legislation to 
stop them from regulating 
CATV companies. 


Congressman Spring, R-I11.. 


quietly noted that the FCC 
had based its plans lo regu- 
lat.- CATV on sound legal ad- 
vice. Chairman Staggers sup- 
ported him, saying he had 
received several letters from 
CATV subscribers indicating 
that they had been prompted 
to write by a scare cam- 
paign. But Congressman Rog- 
ers continued to rant. 


Despite all this, the FCC is 


going ahead with plans to 
r e g u l a t e CATV, and Con- 
gressman Rogers Is doing his 
best to block it.

Get You For Two Billion 


WASHINGTON — Customs 


officials are bracing them- 
selves for the biggest over- 
seas travel explosion in his- 
tory this year. 


Despite the new law in- 


tended to discourage such 
t r a v e l , by reducing the 
amount of foreign purchases 
that can be brought home 
duty free, nearly 188 million 
travelers 
passed 
through 


U.S. customs in 1965. Of this 
record-breaking number, all 
but a million or so were re- 
turning Americans who ig- 
nored President Johnson's 
plea to "See America First." 


Uncle Sam is not too happy 


about the situation, 
since 


overseas travel is a drain on 
our 
precarious balance-of- 


payments position. Nonethe- 
less, he has ordered customs 
inspectors to roll out the red 
carpet for weary returnees 
at all ports of entry. 


This means that inspectors 


m u s t 
be "friendly and 


courteous" while rummag- 
ing around in your suitcase, 
to see if you "forgot" to de- 
clare a few diamonds or 
Dior gowns. It also means 
that yon can now make an 
oral declaration of your pur- 
chases, instead of laboriously 
lilting all those $3 neckties 
and Junky bracelets that you 
bring back to itay-at-bome 
friends. * -tf & 


But don't kid yourself. 


That courteous facade still 
covers the steel-trap mind of 
a James Bond who is deter- 
mined to catch you if you try 
to smuggle in a few ounces 
of heroin, perfume or jewels. 
It's what they're charged by 
law to do. 


The U.S. Customs Bureau 


is one of the few arms of 


government that gives a bo- 
nus to the taxpayers. For 
every S4 that it spends on 
operation, it returns $100 lo 
the Treasury. As a matter 
of fact, the bureau is even 
older 
than 
the 
Treasury, 


having been set up by Ihc 
second act of the first Con- 
gress. 


For the first 120 years of 


our history, customs collec- 
tions provided 
the c h i e f 


source of government reven- 
ue. But that was In the dear, 
dear days before i n c o m e 
taxes, which made l a s t 
year's customs collections of 
$2,250,000,000 look like p i n 
money. 


The surprising fact is that 


although overseas travel has 
fantastically increased since 
the advent of the air age, 
the customs bureau today 
operates with slightly l e s s 
personnel than it did in the 
penny-pinching Calvin Coo- 
lidge era four decades ago. 


Most of us arc inclined to 


view customs inspectors as 
nosy nuisances who delay 
o u r homecoming reunion 
with friends. The next time 
we lose cor temper w h e n 
they ruffle the neat packing 
of our suitcases, perhaps we 
should remember that by 
s i m i l a r diligence they re- 
cently discovered 22 pounds 
of cocaine in the luggage of 
a returning American.

tions can be aggravatingly 
stubborn, but most of the 
lime they yield if you search 
diligently 
enough for 
the 


right medication to attack 
the particular strain of germ 
that is doing the mischief. 


As to the vinegar bath, vin- 


egar is fine for making salad 
dressing, but I hope 1 never 
again hear il mentioned as a 
"medicine." 


Some strains of staph sub- 


side with use of ordinary an- 
tibiotics. 
Others 
are 
re- 


sistant, and arc not touched 
by these drugs. For example, 
many varieties of penicillin 
have been developed because 
a staph strain which resists 


one is cured by another. 
Some of these new types of 
penicillin have come into use 
only recently, which is one 
reason why I «ay that you 
haven't tried everything. 


In still other s t u b b o r n 


cases, the germ itself, re- 
covered from a boil, is cul- 
tured (grown) in a labora- 
tory and then used to create 
a vaccine which is biologi- 
cally "tailored" to suit the 
case. 


This Is a painstaking pro- 


cess, obviously, but it is one 
way of getting rid of exces- 
sively stubborn cases. 


Therefore I DO advise you 


to go to a doctor. It is the 
only advice that gives any 
promise of helping you.

I broke my crystal ball 


long ago and refuse to pre- 
dict longevity. Disgustingly 
healthy people get run over 
by cars or develop some un- 
expected disease, and die. 
And people with dangerous 
conditions succeed in taking 
care of themselves very ef- 
fectively and outlive others 
who seemingly have nothing 
to worry about. 


There's more truth than 


nonsense in the adage about 
the way to live a long life: 
Have some chronic condi- 
tion that you have to take 
care of. 


This is true of several kinds 


of heart disease. A cranky 
heart will still serve us for a 
long time if given half a 
chance. Many people who 
develop heart disease re- 
fuse to believe this, and in- 


^ist on going along at the 
rate they are us«d to—with 
disastrous results. 
• At the other extreme, there 
are people with comparative- 
ly mild heart trouble (hot 
that wo can call such a thing 
really "mild") who odgbt to 
remain moderately active, 
but they don't. Tbey are so 
overwhelmed and frightened 
that they go into reverse and 
don't do anything. That's bad 
for them, too. 


So what about you? You 


have a serious heart condi- 
tion, but you have learned 
the one great lesson: Remain 
active within your limita- 
tions, and you know what 
the limitations are! 


You have, in the last four 


years, ridden yourself of 
your heart pains, and you 
have learned the amount of 
rest you need in order to 
avoid shortness of breath. If 
only we could convince ALL 
heart patients of the impor- 
tance of these simple but vi- 
tal facts, we would be far 
ahead. But some people sim- 
ply refuse to honor the great 
simplicities. 


Yes, you have some blue-

A base official told the com- 


mittee that the Air Force has 
started screening 8,000 "line 
items" for disposal. He sug- 
gested that representatives of 
the committee and the airport 
authority work with base sup- 
ply officers in checking out 
the items and holding those 
that could possibly be used. 


It was revealed that Fred- 


eric Harris, Inc., a New York 
engineering consulting f i r m ,

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Financial Problems 
Plague Sewer Plan 


. . . PAYING METHODS CITED 


By BOB SCHREPF

The comprehensive drain- 


age report issued this week 
by the City Public Works De- 
partment shows that financial 
considerations, and not plan- 
ning or engineering problems, 
have plagued city efforts in 
providing for adequate storm 
drainage facilities in Lincoln. 


Acting director of the de- 


partment Robert O b c r 1 n g 
traced in the report past city 
methods of financing storm 
sewer improvements, and pro- 
posed two methods of pay- 
ing for a 20-year, $14.3 mil- 
lion program covering 193 
separate storm sewer proj- 
ects be says the city needs. 


City Council members, dur- 


ing a review of the proposal 
Monday, indicated that adop- 
tion of the program will al- 
most certainly mean an in- 
crease in the city property tax 
levy. 


Pay-As-You-Go 


In the past, the report 


shows, storm sewers have 
been financed on a pay-as-you- 
go basis through budgeted ex- 
penditures 
derived 
through 


taxes, through districts with 
the costs assessed against the 
benefited property, 
and in 


some cases, with the assist- 
ance of the federal govern- 
ment. 


In 1954, voters approved a 


$3.5 million general obligation 
bond issue for storm sewer 
construction and since 19G1 
the city has required by ordi- 
nance fhn? developers furnish 
a bond, guaranteeing the in- 
stallation of storm sewers in 
subdivisions. 


The two methods proposed 


by Obering are based on a 
program of construction that 
would be carried out over a 
20 year period, beginning in 
1967 and being completed in 
1986. 


First Five Years 


The first method of finance 


would consist of a So million 
general obligation bond issue 
to provide $1 million in capi- 
tal improvements construc- 
tion for each of the first five 


years with the remainder of 
the program pay-as-you-go. 


This method would require 


approval of the bond issue by 
the voters. 


The second method is based 


on a total pay-as-you-go pro- 
gram. 


Critical Projects 


The b o n d issue method 


would accelerate the comple- 
tion of some of the more criti- 
cal projects, Obering said. 
The $5 million for construc- 
tion during the first five years 
compares with $3.48 million 
for the first five years of the 
total pay-as-you-go program. 


The city now has $2,169,000 


in outstanding storm sewer 
bonds remaining from the 1954 
program. These bonds will be 
retired in 1978. 


The following is a compari- 


son of the money recom- 
mended for capital improve- 
ments, requirements for bond 
retirement and the total tax 
money needed to support a 
20 year program under the 
alternate methods. 


Prepared by t h e Public 


Works Department, these fig- 
ures arc based on the as- 
sumption the city could sell 35 
million in bonds at an interest 
rate of 3.5CC.

Carl T. Cur- 
tis to participate in a series 
of face-to-face debates, b u t 
the senator replied that Mor- 
rison was making a "circus" 
of the campaign. 


The governor, who said he 


continues to hope the incum- 
bent will "see the necessity" 
of holding the debates, prom- 
ised to renew his challenge in 
a personal letter to Curtis. 


On another matter, Morri- 


son responded to criticism of 
his failure to tell his wife, 
Maxine, of his decision to seek 
the Senate seat prior to t h c 
Feb. 11 public announcement. 


He said Mrs. Morrison dis- 


cussed the governor's political 
plans at some length and she 
offered advice on whether he 


should run for the Senate, 
seek-another gubernatorial 
term or return lo p r i v a t e 
practice as an attorney.

Associated Press reports 


that Duke called the athletic 
directors of both schools 
Wednesday aid suggested 
the Manhattan site. Both 
schools reportedly accepted, 
alleviating the use of a coin 
flip to select a site. 


There h a d been much 


speculation about the choice 
of a site, with Ames, Iowa, 
and Manhattan foremost in 
the speculation. A n d al- 


though Nebraska 
officials 


had voiced objections to 
having a playoff on a Kan- 
sas court, a recent develop- 
ment changed their minds 


According to Nebraska 


coach Joe Cipriano, recent 
fan support — especially 
that shown at the Hr.sker-K- 
State game Tuesday night- 
was a great factor in sooth- 
ing his doubts. 


Cipriano emphasized the 


importance of fan support 
and expressed great pleas- 
ure In the recent backing by 
Husker fans. 


"We're going to need the 


extra support to get momen- 
tum," said Cipriano. 
Moreover. Nebraska has 
h a d excellent results at 
Manhattan the l a s t two 
years, beating Kansas State 
both years on the Wildcats' 
court. 


Nebraska fans should al- 


so be happier with the Kan- 
sas site, considering the dif- 
ference In distance between 
Lincoln and Manhattan and 
Lincoln and Ames. The ap- 
proximate mileage to Man- 
hattan Is 138 miles, where- 
as Ames Is 216 miles from 
Lincoln. 


It was announced in Lin- 


coln that Nebraska and Kan- 
sas each will receive 4.000 
unreserved 
tickets w i t h 


Kansas State allotted the re- 
maining tickets. All seats 
will be unreserved. 


When reserved tickets arc 


used. Ahearn has a seating 
capacity of 12,500; however, 
since no reserved tickets 
will be sold, the seating ca- 
pacity will be considerably 
less because fans tend to 
spread out when they arc 
not confined to a reserved 
space. In fact, it has been 


estimated that the capacity 
will be cut to 10,500 without 
reserved seats. 


K a n s a s State officials, 


however, will block off the 
west side of the fleldhouse 
for Nebraska fans and the 
east side for KU supporters. 
The remaining seats will be 
available to the public. 


Jim Pittenger, Nebraska 


ticket manager, said that 
his office will accept orders 
for playoff tickets immedi- 
ately, on a contingency bas- 
is. All tickets are priced at 
S3 with a 25c mailing fee. 
If special delivery mail ser- 
vice is desired, the fee is 
50c. 


Pittenger emphasized that 


no cash orders will be ac- 
cepted because of refund 
problems in the event no 
playoff is held. Checks will 
be required with all orders. 


Said Pittenger, "We will 


return checks Immediately 
after Monday night If there 
Is no playoff." 


Pittenger added that ail 


ticket orders will be filled 
before Monday night if they 
are received before t h e n 
and will be mailed Monday 
night if a playoff is needed. 


If any tickets are left they

Rogers: Atony Hospitals 


Ask for Medicare 


State Health Director E. A. 


Rogers said Wednesday a 
"high percentage" of Nebras- 
ka hospitals will apply to par- 
ticipate In the federal Medi- 
care health plan for the elder- 
ly. 


He said 18.of the state's 38 


accredited hospitals, 43 of its 
79 non-accredited 'hospitals 
and two of its six, special 
hospitals have already indi- 
cated they will seek Medicare 
certification. 


The Health Department sent 


inquiries to hospitals 
last 


month. 


Dr. Rogers said actual sur- 


veying of hospitals will begin 
March 21 when the state's 
Medicare a d m i n i s t r a t o r , 
James R. Nordstrom, returns 
from a week-long hospital In- 
spection conference in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 


"We'll be hard pressed to 


meet the survey deadline," 
Dr. Rogers said, "but I'm 
confident we will have the 
work completed before J u l y 
1," when hospital benefits un- 
der Medicare become effec- 
tive. 


The Medicare staff present- 


ly is concentrating its efforts 
on the certification of hos- 
pitals since Medicare benefits 
for extending healthcare serv- 
ices involving nursing homes 
will not take effect until Jan. 
1,1967. 


Dr. Rogers noted the Medi- 


care staff will have to con- 
duct on-the-spot inspections of 
every non-accredited hospital 
which applies for Medicare 
certification. 


Accredited hospitals which 


maintain patient care review 
committees will automatical- 
ly be certified for the health 
program, he said. 


Clarification Of 
Sunday Closing 
Decision Asked 
Attorneys for the city of 


Omaha asked State Supreme 
Court judges Wednesday to 
clarify their stand on Sunday 
closing laws. 


The high court 
recently 


struck down as unconstitution- 
al the city's 1917 Grocers Or- 
dinance and 1933 Jewelry, 
Clothing and Hardware Ordi- 
nance's which required those 
businesses to close on Sunday 
or Saturday. 


City attorneys said in a 


brief the court should hold an- 
other hearing in the case to 
elaborate on its ruling. 


"The court lias stated that 


there can be 'Sunday closing' 
1 e g i s 1 a t i o n," they said. 
"Based upon its opinion (in 
the Omaha case), it would ap- 
pear difficult to draft the 
same without further clarifi- 
cation."

Stores, Inc., filed the lawsuit 
challenging the Omaha ordi- 
naces.
